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TRIP FROM SAN FRANCISCO TO 
NEW YORK MADE BY AIR IN 
THIRTY-THREE HOURS; FLYERS 
TRAVEL NKSHT AND DAY. 

All records for a journey across the 
1'nited States were broken Wednesday 
afternoon when an airplane which 
left San Francisco Tuesday arrived-* 
in New York a trifle over thirty-three 
hours later. The plane carried six 
bags of mail. 

pilot Allison delivered the mail in 
New York. This ended an epochal 
trip. The journey was made by con¬ 
tinuous flying by night as well as by 
day and the best former record was 
more than cut in two, it haring been 
seventy-nine hours and forty-four 
minutes. This former best record, 
also, was made in day flyieg only, 
which makes the new record all the 
more remarkable. 

One pilot, Captain William E. Lewis, 
was killed on the journey at Elko, 
Nev. His plane fell in a tail spin and 
the pilot died in the plunge, but the 
mail was immediately loaded on an¬ 
other plane and continued on its 
journey. 

The longest single lap of the jour¬ 
ney was made by Pilot Jack Knight, 
who flew til© 1200 miles from Chey¬ 
enne to Chicago in the night. Allison 
made the flight from Cleveland to 
New York. The flying time from San 
Francisco to Chicago was •twenty- 
seven hours, the best previous time 
being seventy-two hours.

on actual value, and this is what State officials say our average tax rate 
is. lobe exact, the r^te is given as $1,632 on each $100 of actual 
value. 

That’s all there is to this taxation questioh. 

What Should Utility Companies Pay? 

■ Now apply the same process to public utility companies, from whom the 

State collects a tax that is passed ahjng to all citizens. For example, the 
Seavey Tax Commission’s valuation on operative properties of railroads and 
street rairoads is $5It),(520,000, in 1916. On the same basis used by Mr. 

✓ Seavey they are worth less today. 


If they paid, like the average citizen, 
$1.63 on each $100, they would have 
paid the State, in 1920, $8,480,000. 

As a matter of fact, they paid in 1920,

THE HISTORY OF 
THE LINCOLN FAMILY 


Levi Lincoln, a grandson of Samuel, 
was a member of the Continental 
Congress, attorney-general of the 
United States under Jefferson, and in 
1811 was appointed a justice of the 
supreme court, a position he declined. 
Enoch Lincoln, a son of Levi Lincoln, 
served in congress from 1818 to 1826. 
The fourth son of Samuel was Morde- 
cai. He was a blacksmith and pro¬ 
prietor of numerous iron works, saw 
mills, and grist mills. He died in 
Massachusetts, leaving a large estate 
to children and grandchildren. This 
Mordecai had five children, the eldest, 
Mordecai Jr.; who at the birth of his 
eldest son, John, moved from Massa¬ 
chusetts to New Jersey, afterwards to 
Chester, Pennsylvania, and later to 
Berks county, Pennsylvania. He be¬ 
came rich and left a large estate to 
his children. The descendants of this 
Mordecai’s children have continued in 
.Pennsylvania to be prominent and 
well-to-do people.. 

John, eldest son of Mordecai Lin- 
coin Jr., received from his father 300 
acres of land in New Jersey. About 
1758, John Lincoln sold his Jersey 
land and moved to Virginia, and be¬ 
came known as “Virginia John.” John 


Lincoln had five sons, named, resp ec 
tively, John, Thomas, Abraham, l saac ~ 
and Jacob. Jacob Lincoln was in ti j 
Revolutionary War, and served as a 
lieutenant at Yorktown. 

To his third son Abraham, j 0 i ltl 
Lincoln conveyed 210 acres of land i n 
Rockingham county, Virginia. 

Abraham sold his land in Virgin la 
and went to North Carolina, where he 
married Mary Shipley, and by her had 
three sons, Mordecai, Josiah, and 
Thomas. The youngest son, Thomas 
was born in 1778. In 1780 or 
Abraham Lincoln joined the proces¬ 
sion of adventurous people moving 
continuously over the old “Wilderness 
Road” into Kentucky. In Kentucky 
he became a landed proprietor, own¬ 
ing 400 acres on Long run in Jefferson 
county, 800 acres on Green river, and 
500 acres in Campbell county. He 
settled on the first-named tract 
where he undertook to clear a farm 
In 1784, while at work in the clear¬ 
ing, attended only by his youngest son, 
Thomas, he was fatally shot by an 
Indian. The eldest son, Mordecai, 
coming upon the scene 1 with his rift,. 
shot and killed the savage, just as the 
latter had picked up little Thomas to

day, and therefore we are today import¬ 
ing into California a very large amount 
of the gas we use. Meantime we are 
buying tractors and automobiles and 
using, as has been said, more and 
more gasoline. 

That means that the price of gaso¬ 
line is going to rise and continue to 
get higher and higher, year by year, 
and that therefore the running of auto¬ 
mobiles, trucks, etc., is- going to get 
more and more expensive. If then 
the legislature puts a tax on gasoline 
and to that adds an increased tax—as 
is proposed—on th'e machines them¬ 
selves, it is evident that the use of au¬ 
tomobiles is going to become such a 
luxury in the state that many can not 
afford it, and that will mean fewer 
machines and less gas and less revenue 
from the tax on gasoline. That is a 
proposition that tlie legislature must 
consider, and besides any policy which 
makes owning a machine impossible., is 
not going to be very popular in a state 
where every fifth person owns one of 
the joy riders. 

Whatever policy the legislature fol¬ 
lows in Increasing taxation is going to 
be unpopular, of course, and it will 
bring home directly to the people the 
immense cost of the state government, 
and the wise ones around the Capitol 
believe that there will be a demand by 
the taxpayers that the continual in¬ 
crease in expenses shall cease, and that 
the cutting shall be more drastic than 
the million that It is now proposed to 
save. 

Repeal of the Indeterminate Sentence 
Law to be Considered. 

One of the coming contests that is 
likely to be very warm is the repeal of 
the indeterminate sentence law. The 
Prison Commissioners want it retained, 
of course, as it places a very large 
power in their hands and they claim 
that they have administered It faith 
fully.

Sacramento—The reassembling of 
the legislature after recess finds the 
administration very confident of carry 
ing its program and enacting the new 
King bilk It will be recalled that tlie 
bill which Senator King introduced 
before adjournment, when the measure 
was defeated in the Assembly includ 
ed the figures exactly gs recommended 
by the State Board of Equalization, 
which are several points higher in 
every case, than those in the defeated 
measure, consequently if the new bill 
be 'enacted the corporations affected 
will have to pay more money to the ex¬ 
tent of many thousands than they 
would have had to pay had they accept¬ 
ed the bill that passed the Senate.* 

The Admin.stration believes that it 
will hold all the votes it had before the 
recess in both the Senate and the As¬ 
sembly and that the Governor has 
more than won his two extra votes in 
the lower house, 
stated in

Nevertheless, as was 
this correspondence last 
week, the Administration Is taking no 
chances, and orders have been sent out 
to every county tax collector in rhe 
state, to be prepared to collect the di¬ 
rect tax of $2.20 per hundred if the 
King bill is again defeated. 

I understand that there will be tew, 
if any, further hearings on the bill by 
the Committee, as it is probable that 
every one has heard of the subject who 
is interested and that therefore no fur¬ 
ther discussion is needed. The oppo¬ 
sition may try to d^la.v matters until 
after the date in March when the law 
must go into effect, hut if they try that 
plan the Administration will introduce 
and force throfigh the 22 cent ta* 

There the Administration has the 
same advantage that the corporations 
have in fighting the King bill. To 
change the rate takes a two-thirds vote, 
and therefore the Administration must 
have twenty-seven in the Senate and 
fifty-four in the Assembly, but to pass 
a direct tax of the people requires only 
a majority vote oj, twenty one in the 
Senate and forty-one in the Assembly, 
and that the Administration can easily 
control. Evidently some one in put 
ting the two-thirds provision In the 
Constitutional amendment under which 
the corporations pay the state tax, 
slipped an African into the Wood pile, 
and a very wooly one at that. 

Taxing the People is Easier Than 
Taxing Corporations. 

Taxing the people is a far easier job 
than taxing the corporations, and re 
quires only half as many votes. In 
the controversy that will certainly 
arise if the King bill lie again defeated, 
that fact is sure to be brought promi¬ 
nently to the front. 

As the readers of this correspondence 
are aware the Budget that is now be 
fore the Legislature proposes an ex¬ 
penditure of $81,000,000 in round nurn 
tiers for the next two years. Of that 
sum over thirty miyions are an in¬ 
crease over -the estimate for the pre¬ 
vious biennial period. Of that increase 
$18,000,000 was voted by the people 
and the balance was added by the 
Budget Board. 

To most people that would seem a 
sufficiently large increase in two years 
especially as the price of every thing 
is falling and the amount In .all prob¬ 
ability will mean in actual purchasing 
value fifty per cent more than It would 
have meant this time last year. An in 
crease of twelve million dollars, when 
the people who must pay the twelve 
millions are getting far less for thefr 
produce and labor than they did twelve 
months before would seem to be a suffi 
clent burden to Impose on them, but the 
State Controller, who is an expert at 
making estimates and at gauging the 
demands and acts of public qgflelals 
thinks that the Legislature Is more 
than likely to exceed the Budget 
Board’s estimate,, and he points out 
that only once in the last ten years 
has the Legislature kept within the 
amount set by the Budget Board. That 
he says was In 1915. The next session 
went over the top of the Budget 
Board’s estimate by $3,000,000 and the 
last session added $10,000,000 to the 
estimate for that session. 

State Controller Estimates State Ex¬ 
penses Will be Near $90,000,000. 

Mr. Chambers thinks the present leg 
islature Is certain to exceed that Budget 
by from two to five millions and that 
therefore the deficit to be met will be 
from $17,000,000»to $20,000,000. In 
other words the Controller is of the 
opinion that when the legislature ad¬ 
journs the expenses of the state as 
fixed by it for the next two years will 
not be far from $90,000,000. 

As against that immense sum the 
Controller figures that by adopting Che 
measures proposed by the Governor for 
the purpose of consolidating the gov 
eminent of the state, a million cquld be 
saved. But that saving seems inconse¬ 
quential compared to the ninety mil 
lions of expense. The difference that it 
will make In the tax rate will be but 
a trifle, so that even if the King bil 1 
Is passed a number of other taxes will 
be necessary. The proposed tax on gasc 
line is one. It is well, .however, tc 
remember that while the consumption 
of gasoline Is Increasing by leaps and 
bounds in thi3 state, the product is- 
falling lower and lower, and that thf> 
United States Geological survey esti 
mates that our storage of oil Is about 
one-third exhausted.

There¬ 
fore, Thomas Lincoln and Nancy 
Hanks were first cousins; and Thomas 
Lincoln married Nancy Hanks from 
the home of her uncle, Richard Berry, 
and the Richard Berry Jr. who signed 
the marriage bond of Thomas Lincoln 
and Nancy Hanks was a first cousin 
to both the bride and bridegroom.

The efforts to raise a fund of $200,-

scribed. It Is to be collected in the 
shape of a dollar fee for admission into 
the anti-Japanese society. 

Japs Are Spending Money in the East 
for Propaganda in Their Favor. 

The money will lie used for propa¬ 
ganda work in the East where tlie Jap¬ 
anese are spending large sums in an 
effort to persuade the people of the 
Atlantic Coast and the Mississippi Val 
ley that they are very desirable citi 
zens and should be accorded full rights 
of citizenship. They are also carrying 
on a very active campaign in Congress 
and especially in those states which 
look upon the subject with indiffer¬ 
ence, in the hope that they wILl secure 
votes enough in the Senate for a treaty 
that will nullify the laws adopted last 
eloetion by the voters of this state. 

The danger of their success is said 
to be greater than is realized on this 
coast, and it is proposed to actively en¬ 
list the entire white population in the 
effort to counteract the propaganda. 
Those who have friends and relatives 
in the East are to be asked to write and 
ask them to influence their congressmen 
and senators to stand for keeping this 
a white man’s country, „The news from 
the East is that the treatment that all 
American visitors to Japan has been 
such that those who are coming home 
are anti-Japanese and are spreading the 
propaganda from the California side of 
the controversy. Vet as State Control¬ 
ler Chambers, who is leading the fight, 
recently remarked, it is a curious coil 
dltion of affairs when one section has 
to try to persuade its own people not 
to place it at the mercy of foreigners. 
The fact that Americans have to fight 
for their own homes against foreigners 
in America is certainly a peculiar con¬ 
dition of affairs. 

The report of the Inman Committee 
which has been investigating the Rail v 
road Commission Is to he made to the 
Legislature soon. There Is no danger 
that the Legislature will attempt to 
abolish the Commission, or seriously,^to 
curtail its powers, in fact no one would 
be surprised if its power was increased. 

The complaints that have been made 
have none of them been serious in the 
opinion of thpse who have followed the 
daily hearings, and are largely due to 
the fact that the decisions of the Com¬ 
mission were not such as the complain¬ 
ants wanted. It is objected that while 
the corporations can present a mass of 
figures when they appear before the 
Commission, prepared by its regular 
•orps of employes always on to their 
job, the people must employ spe- 
■ial agents to secure the same data. 
There is a certain amount of truth, no 
ioubt, in that allegation, but on the 
ither hand the Commission claims that 
it examines the*case with its own ex 
>erts before rendering a decision and 
,hat therefore the public is fully pro¬ 
tected.
